ONEJG BliZE.

Two Hundred Persons Made
Homeless in a Pot-

terville Fire.

A TINDER I BOX TOWN.

Inability to Get the Hose to
Work Renders the Firemen's

Efforts Futile,

Pittsburg, Pa., April 22..The town of
Potterville, which was bnilt within tiie
enclosure of the Carnegie steel mill at
Homestead during and after the great
strike of 1892, was partially destroyed by
fire this afternoon, forty houses being consumed.
They were frame structures. How the

fire started is not known, but it caught In
one of the first buildings of a row, and as
a brisk wind was blowing it was soon beyondcontrol. When the firemen reached
the scene they found that their hose couplingswere not of the size of the water

plugs on the mill property. They had no
reducers and fully half an hour was lost
in hunting for some about the mill. Meanwhilethe workmen of the mill who could
get away were at work with buckets. They
could do little or nothing to check the
spread of the flames.
The high wind carried sparks all over the

village, and when the fire fighters would
get the flames subdued in one place they
broke out in another. There was a good
supply of water, otherwise not one of the
three hbndred and fifty houses in the mill
yard could have been saved.
The occupants of the houses were in

most cases Poles, Slavs and negroes. Those
who lived in the buildings that were

burned lost most of their household goods.
The Are came so Quickly that they could
not remote them to a place of safety. The
houses being of the shell sort went up in

and when one caught Are it was
doomed.

It was at first reported that one man
at least nnd a number of small children
had been burned to death, and the wail-
Ing of frantic women searching In the
crowds for their little ones was pitiable.
From last reports all the missing had been
accounted for.,
As soon as the Are got beyond control the

people In the houses threatened were taken
out of the village and kept out by men
pu; on guard for that purpose. It was
feared that they would be tempted to risk
their lives to save some of their goods.
Over 200 persons were made homeless.
Some of the burned out families camped
out under canvas In the base ball park, not
far from the scen» of the Are.
The total loss will probably reach $25,000.

The houses were owned by the Carnegie
Htocl Company. The town was called Pottorvllle,after John Potter, who was superintendentof the Homestead Stedl Works
during the strike.

SHE SAVED HER FATHER.

a scheme adopted by one of bis former
employes to alrl In the carrying on of
depredations while the town was plunged
In darkness. This former employe is Ralph
Powers, who has been cleverly ensnared by
a detective belonging to the agency of A.
L. Druinmond, ex-chief of the Government
Secret Service.
Drummond's agency was assigned by the

Electric Light Company to find the culprit
who was destroying the company s plant.
The detective who was put on the case

suspected Powers from the first. Powers
was known locally as ft card sharp and had

Fowers's
mode of living was the cause of much
speculation on the part of the people of
the town. He existed without visible
means of support and always dressed well.
When he obtained the position of foremanof the Weed Electric Light Company
the criticisms did not cease, for Powers retainedthe companionships of the men who
were known to the good people of Tlconderogaas blacklegs.
